While the law that provides these benefits has beeh in < {orce 
since 1937, it has just undergone a major overhauling. Many important 
changes'have been made—changes which will affect practically everyone 
I who works, either for himself or for another. Benefits have been in¬ 
creased, eligibility requirements have been eased, coverage has been 
extended, and the wage and tax base has been broadened. 

■ • A 

Benefits are playable to individuals, depiendents or survivors if he 
has a certain mihimum number of "quarters of coverage" to his credit. 
In this way you achieve "fully insured" or "currently insured” status. 

An individual is "fully insured” when he has 40 quarters of coverage 
(not necessarily consecutive). He Is also fully Insured if he has quarters 
of coverage equal in number to one-half the number of quarters elapsed 
(a) after 1950 (or after the quarter in which he became 21, 11 later) and 
(to) before the earlier of age 65 or death, with a minimum of six quarters 
of coverage. ’

Under the old law, toe benefit paid to an individual on retirement 

was called his “primary insurance benefit.". (The benefit ’paid to his 
depiendents or survivors was a p>ercehtage of His primary insurance bene-, 
fit.) The same general idea has been adopted in the new law except 
that the primary insurance benefit is called the "primary insurance 
amount,” with a different formula which increases those benefits, sub¬ 
stantially.

New Law: 50% of the first $100 of "average monthly wage" plus 
15% of toe next $200 of average monthly wage. Old Law: 40% of 
first $50'of average monthly wage plus 10% of the next $200 of average 
monthly wage, plus 1% of toe total for each year through 1960 In 
which the worker got $200 or more of wages (years of coverage). This 
1 % increment is not a factor under the new law. 

Q.—How is this insurance financed? 

A.—Insurance payments to beneficiaries come from a fund made 
up of tbe social security tax contributions' of employees, employers and 
the self-employed. 

Q.—What kind of insurance payments are made? ' , 

A.—Three kinds of payments: (a) monthly retirement payments to 
insured persons and their families; (b) monthly survivors payments to 
families of .Insured workers who die; and (c) lump-sum payments to an 
Insured worker’s widow or widower, or to the person who paid the work¬ 
er’s burial expenses. This lump-sum will be paid even when'there Is a 
survivor who is immediately elegible for monthly insurance payments.
